Ottawa, Sept. S—Premier Bowell, 
during his (rip West, ought not to 1 
glect mukeig & study of the workings 
of the various colonization companivs 
in Manitoba and the ‘Territories. 11 
1882'u craze set In for the formation of | 
colonization companies in the Went. 
The plan was to secure an order in 
council from the Dominion Govern 
ment granting large tracts of Jand at 
low prices to individuals who would 
then form @ joint stock company to 
buy out thelr grants, For thix pure 
pose a member of the House of Com 
mons, now deceased, wanociated hint 
wolf with Mr. Jamex ©. Jamloron 
won-in-law of Sir Mackensie Bow 
then and now a minister of the Crow 
and they procured for themselves and 
ten others in April, 1882, an order: 
council granting them several 
ships of very choice land. Mr, 
Was consulted about It before the or- 
der in council was pasued, and knew 
of the exceedingly advantageous ‘deal’ 
that had been arranged for the profit 
of his supporter in the House, and for 
his son-in-law. Both of those gentle- 
men were to recelve what was called 
“blind shares’ in the stock of the 
company, that is stock on which they 
were to receive all the profits without 
paying any money Into the compa 
A company called “The Prince Albert 
Colonization Compahy," was accord 
ingly organized with twelve share- 
holders, ten of whom were paying 
parties, and the aforesaid two gentle 
men were non-paying holders of 
“blind shares,” each to the extent of 
$23,000, It ls true that Mr. Jamieson 
had to pay another party $500 to get 


in on the ground floor, but so warm an | 


Interest waa taken by Mr. Bowell in 
thia clever scheme of making money 
out of the Government grant that he 
offered to lend to Mr, Jamieson this 
$500, which was afterwards repaid to 
Mr. Bowell when Mr. Jamieson 
sold out hia blind ehares for cash. 
On the demand of Mr, Edgar thear 
charges were referted for inyestiga- 
tion of the Committee of Privileges 
and EBlection& They were proved to 
be literally true; yet by a majority, 
composed entirely of Ministers ther 
selves, Mr. Bowell was whitewashe 
by the committee, and his conduct w 
declared to be beyond reproach, Thth 
report Was lald before the House of 
Commons on 18th May, 1886, but al- 
; though the House wat until 2nd June, 
the Government did not dare to move 
| for Its adoption, The position, there= 
fore, is that Sir Mackenzle Bowell win 
scused In the House of conduct of 
w h he himself sald; "These state~ 
ments affect not only my position as 
a Minister of the Crown, but 
my reputation as a public man.’ These 
chargets, so serious and disgraceful 
to a Minister and a public man,stand 
‘on record yet against him on the jou 
nals of the House of Commons. he 
have not been dealt with by the House 
Are they wiped out by reason of hls 
elevation to the Senate ? He allowed 
the session and the Parliament In 
which the charges were made to DAs® 
without @ move, satisfied, apparently, 
with the whitewash of a packed com- 
mittee, and a verdict cast by his own 
colleagues on that committee, Is this 
the stainless Premler, the pure and 
lofty statesman, who leads the Cor 
wervative party of Canada to-day 
| No wonder that he moved the resolu- 
tion to burk the enquiry into the 
charges made against his colleague, 
Sir Adolphe Caron in 1892. “A fellow 
feeling made him wondrous kind, 
Upon the Premier's return to Ot- 
tawa he might with advantage to the 
country ponder over the Gerrymand 
Act, and graap to some extent the In- 
justice of wuch legislation. ; 
The Liberal party at the Natlonal 
Convention, dedlared, as the Liberal 
membera in the House of Commons 
had declared in 1882, the time the Ger- 
rymander Act was passed, and tre- 
quently thereafter against thé Gerry- 
mander Acts, by which redistribution 
was made of the constituencies, aftor 
the census of 1881 and of 1891, The ob- 
ject of an election is to keep the House 
of Commons In touch with the coun- 
try ond fo ee that it continues to be 
a fair exponent of its public opinion. 
Any system of representation which 
will prevent the prevailing political 
sentiment of the country from acquit 
ing a paramount influence in Parlia- 
ment is seriously defective. In some 
countries, where society Is segregated 
Into orders and classés constitutions 
have been devised to favor certain 
orders and clasyes and to give them ry 
presentation out of all proportion 
greater than that to whioh thelr num- 
erical strength would entitle them. In

A young man in the county 
commences his public life by being 
ected by the nelghbors who know 
him to the township council If he 
shows himself possexsed of adminta-— 
trative ability he in made a reeve or 
deputy-reeve of his county. He be- 
comes a member of the county coun- 
cll, and ax his experience tmcreuses 
hin character and ablilty become 
known, he Is selected by his people as 
thelr representative in Parliament. It 
is, 1 think, a grand system that the 
people of Canada should have the op- 
portunity of choosing for political pro~ 
motion the men in whom they have 
most confidence and of whose abilities 
they are fully aseured, All that great 
advantage Is lox: by cutting off a 
portion of two # rate counties and 
adding them together for electoral 
purposes only. Those portions so cut 
off have no common interest; they do 
not meet together and they have no 
common fecling, except that once in 
five years they go to the polla in thelr 
own township to vete for a man who 
may be known in one section and not 
in another. This tends towards the 
Introduction and development of the 
American syatem of caucuses,by which 
wire-pullers take  adyenturers for 
thelr political ability only, and not 
any personal respect for them, So 
that, a8 much as possible, from any 
point of view, it in advisable that coun- 
Ulex should refuse meo whom they do 
not know, and when the representa- 
tion Is Increased, It should be by sub- 
dividing the counties into ridings.” 
To these opinions the Liberal party 
cordially subscribed. At that time it 
Was supposed that the rule, as stated 
by Sir John Macdonald, would at all 
times be strictly adhered to whenever 
It became necessary to readjust our re- 
presentation, Unfortunately for the 
moral the political well-being of Can- 
ada, this rule was wholly disregarded 
ind and in 1892, Certain members of 
the Conservative party, at the request 
ofthe Government, undertook the task 
of making such a division of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, as would enable them, 
with so small a vote as was polled In 
1874, to secure a return of a majority of 
the members from this province to the 
House of Commons, It Ia unnecessary 
to point out the mischlevous ‘effect that 
such @ measure was calculated to have 
upon those who supported it. It is Im- 
possible that any man could gly 
sanction, much leas could he und 
publicly, to defend uo measure of this 
kind—unjust alike to his polliteal oppo- 
nents and to the country—without sink- 
ing to 4 lower moral level than he held 
before, and without becoming disquali- 
fied by hix conduct for the work of 
droinistration and legislation.

Amonded announcement Regardiug tho’ 


Start 

New York, September 4.—Commodore 
James D. Smith, Chairman of the Ameri- 
can Cup Committee, said to-day that the 
full programme of the races would be 
made public to-day, Ihe races will bs 
started at 11 o'clock, instead of 1 , the 
preparatory signal will be given at 10 60, 
The course of the first, thrd and fifth 
races will bu 15 miles to windward or loe- 
ward and return, and the second and 
fourth will be trangular, A time limit of 
six hours will be set, 

Sandy Hook Lightship will be chosen 
as the starting pointin all cases, if pos- 
sible, Should the direction of the wind 
makeit necessary, however, the start 
willbe made from a poinb farther off 
shore. No race will be atarted later than 
three o’clockin the afternoon. In case 
ofa calm the start will be delayed until 
1.20, after which the committee may ex» 
ercise their discretion in regard to start- 
ing at all, or postponing the race. Un- 
less something happens, the racing days 
will bo September, 7. 9, 11,13 and 14, 
should five races be necessary, There 13 
still some doubt in regard to the last or 
these dates. It may be changed by mut- 
ual consent, 

While the interest in the races this year 
seems to be greater than eyer before, the 
betting has been much lighter. Reports 
have been heard of large odds on Defen- 
der, but none has yet been laid in this 
couotry. The general disposition has 
beep to order 3 to 2 against Valkyrie but 
little money has been wagered at these 
odds. oth sides seem to be chary of 
giving odds, and the reported odds of 
3 to 1, laid in England, are laughed at by 
Captain S. Y. Campe, who said that they 
must have a lot of money to spare to do 
that.

A new fuel for steamboats has re- 
cently been tested, first, in the mer 
chant marine, and later on, In \hu 
Italian and French navies, with

It is properly speaking, a derivative of 
coal tar, which in turn Is manufactured 
from soft or bituminous coal.

A thimble was originally a thumb- 
bell, because It was worn on the thump, 
as sailors stil wear their thimbles, It 
is a Dutch invention, and in 1884, in 
Amsterdam, the bicentennial of 
thimble was celebrated with a great 
deal of formality.

marked increase in crime in Victoria and 
these astute clergymen “ihought those to 
whose care the well-fare of the colony 
was introsted might consider whether they 
should not to a great extent attribute the 
merease of crime to the exclusion of that 
holy word of God from the schools.” 
This marked increase of crime was their 
present opportunity and like men dilligent 
in business they took advantage of it, but 
had they looked abroad they would have 
seea that the marked increase io crime 
{Was not peculiar to Victoria. Here 
{at the antipcdesa similiar unsatisfactory 
state of affairs has been experienced, even 
here in Ontario where the vible is so 
stubbornly maintained in the schools. 
Ithas been noted that crime increases 
with the pressure of hard times and not 
long ago Australiawent through afinancial 
cyclone. But clergymen are not much 
baffeted by such tidal waves of misfortuoe 
and they may be excused for overlooking 
this possible substitute for the lack of the 
Bible in the achools as a cause of crime. 
The Moderator uf the Presbytenan As= 
sembly is reported as saying = 
“They, as clergymen, went among the 
people and saw the deeper and more 
tragical side of life, and felt that the state 
was at preseat beggaring both the people 
and the clergymen of the highest literary 
instrument they had. The life of the 
community was being beggared and de- 
prived of the finest historical information, 
because the modera civilizations had risen 
fio connection with the movements of 
| Christianity, and could not be uaderstood 
without a history of Christanity. he 
presenc regime was beggaring the childreo 
mentallyaod morally. He would not 
dwell on the importance of religion in the 
community. Mere morality would always 
beaweak and withering thing unless 
backed up by religion.” 
{ It might be gathered from this that the 
Government had got its hands on all the 


Bibles in the colony and locked them up, 
and prohibited the publication or importa- 
ton of any more. It 1s eulogisticn either 
of the intelliger.ce of the people or the 
efficiency of the churches and Sunday 
schools, No one with brains enough to do 


faming the public schools because there 
achild did not acquirea knowledge of 
English literature or universal history ; 
the ordinary man ts satisfied if bis child is 
prepared at the public school to acquire 
this knowledge for himself. We shall live 
in hope that some day the clergy will wake 
up to realize what the public schools are 
for.

Burney. Part of hia jaw bone and 
the whole cheek to the left eye were 
cut away. <As usual there was a 
marked Improvement, but within a 
few, weeks the cancer was growing 
again, In addition to the attack upon 
his face, there were new symptoms of 
cancer of the liver, 

A month ago Dr. Roland D. Jones 
and Dr. Walter Bruyere took charge 
of Dr. Burnette and fought hard for 
his life, But he grew weaker steadily 
and his death had been expected for 
many days. The woman fs atill alive, 
but cannot live much longer. Dr. 
Burnette was fifty-two years old and 
born in Connecticut. He studied med 
cine In this city and was resident phy- 
aician at Bollevue and has practised

At 10 the next morning Thad my 
money, and going to the Place de la 
Bourse, near the exchango, I commis- 
sioned a broker, who was a member of 
the exchange, to purchase bills in Lon- 
don for £8,000, I cautioned him to buy 
bills drawn only on well known bank- 
ing houses. About 3 o'clock he had the 
Dil ready. I paid him the amonnt, 
along with his commission, and oxamin- 
ing tho paper found he had purchased for 
me about what I wanted, 

I will explain, for the benefit of any 
reader not conversant with financial 
transactions, that if John Russell, cot- 
ton broker in Savannah, ships a thou- 
sand bales of cotton to a firm in Man- 
chester, the firm in Manchester author- 
izes him to draw a bill of exchange on 
their firm, payable at some London bank 
at threo or six mouths’ time, for the 
yaluo of the cotton, We will way tho 
price {#£10,000, Russell draws ten bills 
for £1,000 each, say, payable at tho 
Union bank of London. He gives those 
bills to a money broker in Savannah, 


who sells them on the exchange and | 


gots for them whatever the rate of ex- 
chango may then be on London. Tho 
president of the Georgia Central railroad 
may have ordered a thousand tons of 
steel rails in England for his road, and 
to pay for them he ordors a broker to 
buy for him bills on London to the 
amount of the cost of the rails. He pur 
chases the Russell bills, and these bills 
of exchange he sends in payment to the 
#tool rail manofactorers in England ; so, 
ns a matter of fact, the president of the 
Georgia Central pays Russel) for his 
thousand bales of cotton, but has tho 
bills of exchange.

Of course the success or failure of our 
whole plan turned upon this point, Is 
it the custom of the Bank of England 
(in 1878) to sond acceptances offered for 
disnonnt to the acceptors for verification 
of s.guatures? 

hia is always dono in America, and 
had this very requisite procaution boon 
used by the Bank of England our plan 
would haye boon fruitless. 

Taking my deposit book and the gen- 
uino bills, I went to the bank and left 
the bills for discount. This was at once 
fone, and tho amount placed to my 
credit. I drew £10,000, and that night 
found me once more one of 500 unfor- 
tunates paying tribute to Neptune. This 
time I landed at Ostend and took the 
train for Amsterdam. There I repeated 
the Paris operation, securing £10,000 in 
genuino bills, I returned to London and 
as before left them for acceptance. Then 
my companion mantfactured a lot of 
imitations and put them away with 
those previously manufactured to be all 

ready when the day came to use thom. 
Tho genuine bills were then discounted. 
All the details of eyonts leading 
throngh the long summer and autumn 
days of 1872 up to the hour when tho 
golden shower began to fall on us are of 
intense, even dramatic, interest. I will 
not, however, lengthen the narrative by 
giving here any further account of them, 
but will merely relato the story of the 
last five days before the actual presenta- 
tian of our home brewed acceptances, 

The bank had been discounting for 
weeks comparatively large sums for me 
of the gonuine article, and our imita- 
tion was a close copy. Many thousand 
pounds of the genuine artiole disoounted 
for me had matured and had been paid, 
and more thousands were still in the 
yaults awaiting maturity and would fall 

doe while our home manufactured bills 
would be laid away in the yanits, there 
to remain for four or fiy-ensonths until 
due, Of course a full’ month or two 
months before that we could pack our 
baggage and be on the other side of the 
world. ‘ 
But, as the sequel will show, the 
reality took on ao different complexion 
from the ideal 

My credit at the bank was solid asa 
rock. That moans I had gone through 
the red tape routine. It only behooved 
us to nse circumspection euough toavoid 
making mistakes in our papers, and 
fortane was ours. I knew everything 
‘was all right, but George, being a thor- 
ongh business man himself, could not 
comprehend that it could be quite right, 
and he insisted upon one supreme test. 

Any single bill of exchange is seldom 
drawn for more than £1,000, rarely for 
£2,000, and one of £6,000 is almost un- 
heard of. But George had made up his 
mind that as a test, and to make an im- 
pression upon the bank manager, I 
should go to Paris and get a bill on Lon- 
don from Rothschilds drawn to the or- 
der of F. A. Warren direct. Could this 
be done it would of course make it ap- 
pear that I had intimate relations with 
the Rothschilds, and as a minor consid- 
eration we could use the Rothschilds’ ac- 
coptance—a protty nervy thing to do, as 
Sir Anthony de Rothschild, the head of 
the London house, whose namo we pro- 
posed to offer, was a director of the 
Bank of England and would have to 
pass his own paper for discount—that 
is, paper bearing his namo, manufac- 
tured by ourselves. 

We tried to talk George out of this 
notion, which Mao and I regarded os a 
freak unnecessary in the first place and 
impossible anyhow. But ho was persist 
ent, and I bad to start out and try. At 
Calais I took my place in what the 
French call a coupe—that is, the ond 
compartment on a car, which, by pay- 
ing 10 francs oxtra, you can occupy 
alone.

In various ways the circus of the 
prosent day differs from that of the 
past, but the ring remains unchanged;

There 1s a reason for this remark- 
able uniformity, Circua riders and 
cfrous horses are nomadic; wherever 
thelr wanderings bring them they must 
find the ring always the same, else 
they will be disturbed In thelr per- 
formance, if not really rendered {ne 
capable.

Take one ounce of thoroughwort, one 
ounce stick slippery elm, one ounce 
stick leoorice, one-half pound loaf su- 
gar, one ounce flaxseed (whole seed), 
ohe quart of water, one pint of mo- 
Jasses. To the thoroughwort, slippery 
elm, lHeorice and flaxseed put a quart 
of water and let them simmer three or 
four hours, Strain through a cloth, 
then add molasses and sugar, and boil 
again a few minutes. This syrup will 
keep a long time, and is useful when 
a doctor is not near at hand,
